Bake 
in 2 layers and put together with 
1 cup powdered sugar, 2 teaspoon- 
fuls of milk and teaspoonful of va­ 
nilla and raisins if desired.

Up-to-Date Cabbage 
Cut cabbage as though for^ cold 

slaw and cook for 15 minutes in 
just enough salted wate'r to keep 
from bunring and to keep it moist 
Beat 1 egg, 1 tablespoonful of 
sugar, 1 tablespoonful of vinegar 
stir together thoroughly in a cup 
then fill it with cream, and stir 
into the hot cabbage. Do not boil 
or the cream will curdle. Cabbage 
cooked in this way can be eaten by 
anybody and digested easily.

water and crack them when the 
meats will come out In large pieces 
 From Modern Priscllla.
